Milk* 


Forty-six  samples  •f  milk  have  been  taken  during  the 
year,  thirteen  mt  ordinary  milk,  and  thirty-three  of  pasteurised 
milk*  Seven  samples  of  ordinary  milk  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  owing  to  the  presence  of  bacillus  ccli* 
Twenty-eight  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory,  of  the  five  unsatisfactory  sam.ples,  three  were 
not  efficiently  pasteurised,  whilst  the  remaining  two  contained 
a high  bacterial  count*  In  the  case  of  1 sample  of  ordinary 
milk,  and  1 of  pasteurised,  the  samples  were  too  old  when 
received  at  the  Laboratory  to  give  a correct  analysis*

teen  inspected.  The  detail^ed  inspection  of  carcases  in  bhe 
slaughterhouses  proved  someuhat  difficult  during  the  hours 
of  ’blackout,’

been  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consump/tion , This  \7eight 
does  not  Include  canned  and  packetei  foods  not  usually- 
sold  by  weight.
